Statement From County Cleck Ehlen as
tu the Boundaries,
There belug considerable conbroversy
sacerning the boundaries of Labish
nd udjoining precinots, swd m order
B correct 2 statement made by o vhr-
pspondent  In Independent of
ay 2, allow me to suy: That at no
e  heretofore haye 1 been called
pon to certify to the true boundaries
fsald precinot us established by the
mmissioners' court. On or about
preh 16th 1 was called upon for a
priifed copy of a cerlaln bonndary of
Id precinet, as the same appeared (n
) certain book in my ofice kuown as
Election  Precinet Boundaries.”
his I furnished duly certified as
peing n correct copy therefrom, but
§id not certify as to its authentleity
s ton court record. This was nol
ked of me. Subsequently, durlog
my absence, wy deputy, M1, Allen,
as ealled upon to certifiy as to what
1€ county court record showed con-
perning this bonndary, which request
fr. Allen informs me he complied
with,

This bovk to which 1 have referred
as been kept in the office for several
ears past for convenience in tracing
ip boundaries of election precincts,

hen new precincts are established
by the county court, or boundaries of

d ones changed, the complete
eseription of such new. precinct or

ange Is entered up in this book.

But upon Investigation I find that
1is book,like a similar book in which
poundaries of road districts are re-
irded, I8 pot authentlo, as the de-
riptiogs therein recorded do not
onform in all cases to the county
urt Journal.

In carefully lookiog up the history
{ the establishment of election pre-

pincts as the same appears In the
journal of the eounty commissioners’
wirt, I find that prierto the January
rm of the sald court for the year
, the boundaries of the various
seinets existing at that time were
ary vague and indefinite. but it will
be found by consulting Journal §, of
Wommissioners' Court, pages 684 Lo
00, thut all the precinets in the
pounty were re-established and their
boundaries definitely fixed by proper
sles and boundy at the sald January
jerm, 1688,

faet that we can find no written evi-
dence in the files of this ofMee touch-
ing upon this matter, and findlog, as
I do, that the proceedings of the
court, both at its January session of
1888 and 1802 are duly signed by the
judge and commissioners of the sald
court at the sald terms there is no
necessity, 1 think, for further con-
troversy #s to the true boundary in
question.

GOLDEN NTATE POPS.

Chalrman Wardell
of the state central committee called
the convention to order. In his open-
lng remarks the chairman reviewed
the actlon of the late Republican
state convention and designated thelr
work as one mass of ipcoosislencies.
